Coiarauaist Chinese intent ions will provide the fresaework for 
diseusaioni on the Stao-Pakistan border negotiationa and the 
etability and developawnt of the sub-continent} a review of 
Soviet Intentions will lead Into « discussion of Afghanistan 
and enable the President to emphaslas onr concern over the 
continuing Impaase} and a dlseuasian of the rapidly advancing 
art of miasilry and the Importance of acquiring intelligence 
on Soviet activities in this and related fields, should point 
the way to a ccnaiderstlon of Falcistan*# ccntrlbatlcn to this field.
